IS‘ URGED BY PROFESSOR.

Dean of Columbia U. Law School Speaks 
to Chicago Alumni—Takes Issue with 
Richard T. Crane. 


University education on strictly scientific 
lines was urged by Dr. George W. Kirchway, 
dean of the law school of Columbia univer- 
sity, at the annual alumni dinner last even- 
ing at the University club, About forty 
men attended the dinner and applauded nu- 
mereus sallies on Richard T. Crane and his 
stand against college training as expressed 
in a recent publication. 

** Most so-called universities are oniy col- 
leges,”’ eaid Dean Kirchwey. “ for they aim 
only in a limited way at the advancement of 
truth, which is the tenet of the real univer- 
sity. There are few universities in the land, 
Dut they attract men who love the truth of 
science, not those who go where their fathers 
went, or where there is athietic prestige, or 
social advantage.”’ 

Nor do I think all professors are dream- 
ers,"" he continued, laughing. “‘ It is better to 
think. of them with one foot firmly planted 
on the ground and only one cautiously ex- 
ploring the interstellar regions of pure 
thought—at the danger, I admit, of short 
circuiting the universe.’’

SEES PERIL IN ANY DEDAY.

Gov. ‘Deneen, tonight’ spoke be 
of bis deep waterway program as opposed to 
that of Senator William Lorimer. Mr. De« 
neen explained fully the detalls of the project, 
as outlined in the state administrative bills, 
and anewered the charges which have been 
made againat his plan. 

The governor went fully into the charge 
made by his opponents, that water power as 
concerned in the Deneen bill was not con- 
sidered by the voters of the state, who author- 
ized the expenditure of §20,000.000 for the 
deep waterway. In answer to this he quotes 
from the amendment itself, which provided 
for the construction and maintenance of ap- 
pliances to develop the power and for the 
disposal of this power when developed, 


Tells of Court Battle. 


Gov. Deneen also spoke of the fight being 
waged in the courts to prevent the Economy 
Light and Power company from utilizing this 
power for private gain. This fight, he said. 
pegan before the amendment was submitted 
to the voters and was proof of the fact that 
power as well as transportation was the pur- 
pose of the canal. 

The governor said: 

““ Here is the nub of the contest over water 
power in our state, The state contended in 
its suit that the Econemy Light and Power 
company was entitled only to the natural 
or surface flow of these streams. The Illl- 
nois Supreme court, however, held that it 
was entitled in addition to the water of Lake 
Michigan discharged artificially through 
these streams. . The natural flow of the 
streams amounted to ngthing, and the entire 

value of the company’s property consisted 
of ite ability to utilize water withdrawn from 
Lake Michigan, at a cost already of $50,000,- 
000 to the people residing in the sanitary 
district of Chicago, and at an ultimate cost 
of $80,000,000 therefor when the plans for the 
development of the sanitary district channel 
have been completed.”’ 

Says Delay in Fatal.

versely to the state in the United States Su- 
preme court, the state would be compelled 
to pay for this vast amount of water power

Wayman and Men Work on Bill 


for New Form of Pleading. 


BREVITY AS SOUL OF LAW. 


Measure Will Be Presented at Next 
Session of Legislature. 


State’s Attorney Wayman and his assist- 
ants, Thomas Marshall and Benedict J. Short, 
are working on a bill to be introduced at the 
next session of the legislature to simplify 
pleadings in the Criminal eourt: 

A rough draft of the proposed measure al- 
ready has been made by Mr. Marshall. it 
provides especiaily for the shortening and 
simplification of complaints, informations, 
and indictments in criminal cases and hag for 
its chief recommendations the saving of time 
to prosecutors and courts, and the saving of 
thousands of dollars to the taxpayers. 

The general plan of the Massachusetts sim- 
plified law, which has been declared consti- 
tutional by the courts. is being followed in 
the measure being prepared in -.the state's 
attorney’s office. Mr. Wayman and Mr. Mar- 
shall, who has charge of the indictment de- 
partment in the office, have for months urged 
the necessity and advantages of such a jaw 
and Mr. Wayman in his address before the 
State Bar association in Peoria leat duly toid 
of the advantages of such an act, 


Would Save Many Hours. 

“The simplification of the pleadings not 
only would mean that we could put three 
counts on a single page of. foolscap when it 
came to draw indictments, instead of 
having: instrum which cover fom three 


to fifteen pages,” 
day, “ but manyrhours of valuable time now 


taken up im the courts by arguments about} harber 


technicalities im the pleadings would be 
saved." : 

In a-simplified revision of the crimina! code 
the state's attorney and hie assistants also 
see the elimination of many appeal cases 
which are based on the intricate wordingand 
involved phraseology of present form indict- 
ments. This would mean a direct saving of 
thousands of dollars to the taxpayere, who 
have to pay the expense of the operation of 
the courts, 

The Municipal court system is another rea- 
son for simplified ferme of indictments. 
Many of the informations in this tribunal are 
drafted by desk sergeants at police stations. 
They are often bard pressed to work out a 
legal ingtrument in many cases where the 
involved form of the complaint makes the 
drafting a piece of work that an able attor- 
ney would find difficult to draft correctly. 


Simple Murder Indictment. 

Mr. Marshall showed the proposed form of 
murder indictment which is.ta be incer- 
porated in the new bill with its startling lack 

of “‘ before mentioneds "’ and “ aforesaids,”’ 
It reads simply:

Louis Bour. 6565 Yale avenue, has brought 
a suit in trover to recover $1,000 from At- 
torney Benjamin M. Thomas, charging mis- 


application of the money intrusted to him. 


The case is being tried before Judge Houston 
of the municipal court. ! 

Bour, who is a stationary engineer, was in- 
dicted last April on the charge of being the go- 
between in the so-called ‘' confidence game " 
said to have been operated by L. J. Griffin 
and John Jenkins, then secretary and mem- 
per of the board@of examining engineers. It 
was charged that Bour advertised té secure 
licenses for engineers, and that from Joseph 
Hornyanski, who answered an advertisement, 
he secured $92 in return for his services. 

Bail in Bour’s case was fixed at $1,000. At 
Thomas’ solicitation. according to Bour’s 
story, the engineer did not pay cash bail, but 
deposited with the lawyer $1,000 as security 
for a bail bond signed by Mrs. Thomas. A re- 
ceipt signed by Thomas and on exhibit at the 
trial specifies that the money. was to be left 
merely as security. 


Withholds $1,000 as Fee. 

Thomas, who has offices in the Chicago 
Title and Trust company building, claims 
that by a subsequent oral agreement he was 
permitted to withhold from this amount his 
fees as attorney. 

" My services were worth $1,000,"’ he said 
yesterday. ‘'I succeeded in having the cast 
against Bour nolle prossed.” 

Bour denies the subsequent agreement and 
says that in answer to requests for a state- 
ment of services the lawyer replied that his 
fees were $1,000.

Meat prices generally were given,a boost 
yesterday. Practically everything in the 
meat line, from bologna sausage to live tur- 
keys, Was affected, and the increase in cost 
ranged from a fraction of a cent to 2 cents 
& pound, 

Dressed beef, mutton, and pork products 
were affected by upturns in the price of live 
cattle, sheep, lambs, and hogs, and showed 
only moderate gains. Live ducks, however, 
were enhanced 2 cents a pound, and an in- 
crease of % cent to 1 cent a pound was made 
ip prices of geese, turkeys, and chickens. 

Dealers in meat producte said that séro 
weather was partly responsible for the up- 
turn in prices, but added that, while cold 
weather precipitated the advances, by delay- 
ing incoming supplies, there was an increase 
wt gain rigs ond way, and high prices 
will remain lo ter

“Supply and demand used to be the two 
governing factors in establishing meat 
values, but prices from now until anew crop 
of live stock has been raised wi}} depend sole- 
ly on the volume of supply, regardless of 
the demand. 

“* Abstaining from meat eating, as was done 
during the recent agitation over the high cost 
‘of living, can bring about only spasmodic 
fluctuations in prices, from which a recov- 
ery quickly follows. This has been fully il- 
lustrated by the way buyers for the eastern 
cities, where the meat boycott had most ef- 
fect, are leading in paying higher prices than 
have been seen in years for stock on the Chi- 
cago market. 

“ Conservative men who have made a study 
of the present situation say that there is no 
relief from high prices in sight for at least 
another year, and the only way for the house- 
wife to economize is to learn how to use the 
chedper cuts of meat until the supply of the 
better cuts becomes more plentiful.” 


High Prices Set Record. 


Sheep and lambs at the stockyards during 
the day sold at the highest prices ever re- 
corded in the history of the Chicago trade, 
while hogs advanced to a level not attained 
since 1870. Cattle sold at the highest prices 
since the. middle of last January, recovering 
all of the losses made during the recent agi- 
tation over high prices. 

Hastern shippers took the lead in paying 
higher prices for hogs and bought loads of 
stock at $9.70, which was 20 cents higher than 
paid for the same class of stock Tuesday. 
Packers paid $8.35 for lambs and $7.8 for 
sheep, prices which showed increases of 10 
and 20 cents respectively over the previous 
record mark, Beef cattle sold up to $8.10, an 
advance of 10 cents over the best price re-~- 
corded since January. 

Hogs continued to bring increased prices at 
Cincinnati and Louisville. The best grades 
sold for $9.75 a hundred weight at the former 
place and $9.65 in the latter market. 

Pittsburg, however, led the other markets, 
the price of hogs going from $9.85 to $9.95. 
The statement was made by dealers in that 
market that by March 1 the price will be 
$10.06.

His grandmother, the late Lady 
Esher was of French birth, a Mile. Eugenie Mayer, step- 
daughter of the well known Col. Gurwood, whose name 
will be remembered by all interested in military history 
in connection with his standard works on the campaigns 
of the duke of Wellington. 

As for Lord Esher himself, he is one of the most infiu- 
ential men of the present reign in England, and has on 
several occasions been made the object of more or less 
covert attacks in parliament, in the press, and in the 
leading reviews on the, subject of hia alleged “ {llegiti- 
mate influences at court.” If his influence excited con- 
demnation and ill will it was not that it was nefarious, 
but because it was unconstitutional, since Lord Esher, 
having on several occasons declined cabinet office, is not 
one of the constitutional advisers of the sovereign. 

Indeed, the only two offices he holds are that of deputy 
governor of Windsor castle, the object of which is to 
give him a connection with the royal household, and 
that of member of the imperial defense committee. Both 
are unpaid.

If Lord BWsher has refused ministerial office, it is 
because he has realized that his power, or, rather, what 
he considers to be his usefulness to the king, would be 
impaired rather than increased thereby, and the down- 
fall of the administration of which he formed a part 
would have rendered it impossible for him to remain as 
the most trusted confidential adviser of his sovereign— 
an adviser whose counsel and opinion is sought by his 
royal master in every affair ranging from issues of 
national and international importance to household and 
family questions, even to trivial purchases. In fact,

has been known for several years past as “the povger 
behind the throne” in Great Britain. 

In order to understand his.influence, ft is necessary to 
bear in mind the radical change in the life of the king 
since his accession to the throne.

CONTEST OVER BABY SETTLED 
BY MOTHER’S STORY TO JUDGE. 


Habeas Corpus Petition of Mrs, Long to 
Recover Ralph Furlong from Mar- 
garet Howlett Is Dismissed.

Identity of the mother of Baby Ralph Fur- 
long was revealed in Judge Kersten's court 
yesterday. She is Constance Furlong, a mil- 
liner, and testified that she is the common law 
wife of Nick Furlong. 

The child has been known by several names 
and has been the subject of a court contest 
between Margaret Howlett and Joicey Long. 
Mrs. Long claimed the child had been abduct- 
ed from her and filed @ habeas corpus peti- 
tion to get possession. It wae the hearing of 
this that brought the case before Judge 
Kersten. 

After the revelation of the mother and her 
representations that she wished to care for 
the child herself, the judge Mre. 
Long's petition. The latter admitted she 

‘had received §252 from Mrs. Furlong for 
the care of the baby. 

Mrs. Long said after the result was an- 
nounced that she would begin proceedings to 
compel Mre. Furlong to prove that ehe is
